“Tho only remark which I shall annex to 
this discourse, is; that, connected with the 
preceding one, it shows, unanswerably, the 
groundlessness arid folly of an observation, 
repeated proverbially by multitudes of men in 
this and other countries, viz: that “Religion 
has nothing to do with Politics, or, in other 
words, with Government.” 

These discourses, summarily as the sub¬ 
jects of them have been considered, prove be¬ 
yond all reasonable debate, that the whole 
vindicablc conduct of Rulers toward their 
Subjects, ami of Subjects toward their Rulers, 
is nothing hut a mere collection of duties, ob¬ 
jects of moral obligation, required by God, 
and indispensably owed to Him by men.— 
The Christian Religion, therefore, the rule of| 
all duty, and involving all moral obligation, 
is so fur froth having nothing to do with this 
subject, that it is inseparably interwoven with 
every part of it. Accordingly the Bible regu¬ 
lates, and, wns it not sinfully preverted from 
its proper influence, could exactly nml entire¬ 
ly control, all the political doctrines of men. 
It is indeed ns easy, and as common, to deny 
truth and refuse to perform our duty, to diso¬ 
bey God nml injure men, in political concerns 
ns in any other. In truth, there has been no 
field nf iniquity, more extensive than this;— 
none in which more enormous crimes, or more 
torrihle sufferings, have existed. All these 


This constitution she 
now offers to our Congress to ratify, that she 
may become n star in our constellation, 
the people of the North prepared to 
her? Are they ready to sanction slavery and 
the slave trade, with nil tl.eir horrors, to an 
unknown extent, now and for future genera¬ 
tion*? 

Under '.he fostering wing of this great tui¬ 
tion, population will spring fmwaid with it 
rapidity almost unprecedented in Texas- 
ten* of thousand* of victims nf the slave- 
trade will lie carried there from Maryland, 
Virginia, and Kentucky. A new market will 
give fresh impulse to the slave-breeding en¬ 
ergies of the Northern slave Stutes; the Af¬ 
rican slave trade, too, will aid, in spite nf nil 
laws, in supplying new subjects for the man- 
market. 

That this result will follow, is too obvious 
for argument. 1* the North ready to become 
a partner in this iniquity?

The Motives. About the year 1830 the 
work was undertaken of ubolishing American 
slavery. A few facts came to light which led 
to nn investigation of its character; und such 
revelations were made as astonished thu 
country, nnd drew around the cause a large 
number of the best of men, which number was 
increased by subsequent event*. In 1833 the 
first national organization whs made hy a con¬ 
vention of delegates from several States, in 
Philadelphia. Tho object sought was seen to 
i its nature both religious nnd political, 
and both church and state were found to be 
deeply implicated in the evil to be abolished. 
Hence the Convention explicitly declared its 
object to be to abolish slavery by "moral and 
|political action.” The object wns—to re¬ 
move from two and a half millions of our 
countrymen the heaviest load of oppression 
ever crushed down a people; to extin¬ 
guish in our political institutions nn element 
bich was rapidly ami surely working their 
destruction; to deliver the south from a con¬ 
suming curse under which it was relapsing in¬ 
to barbarism; to rollback the tide of mor¬ 
al disease which slavery was pouring over 
the land;—in a word, it was to deliver the na¬ 
tion from the iuhunmuity, sin, curse and 
shame of slavery, and make Liberty and Jus- 
universal. This object, prosecuted with 
self-deuial, labors, prayers and bloodshed, 
was carried to the churches, but generally 
rejected utterly. It was carried to the gov¬ 
ernment, and there met the same fate. It was 
presented to the existing political parties and 
urged with all the force that truth, eloquence i 
and humanity could impart, but to no pur- j 
pose.

The paternal kindness of a Beneficent 
Creator has conducted us to the close of anoth¬ 
er season; the labors of the year are about te 
terminate, and w»are permitted to rejoice in 
a competent provision for the wants of a rig¬ 
orous and protracted winter. 

Improving a season so well adapted 
awaken emotions of gratitude and adoration, 
we have been accustomed annually, to render 
to the Bountiful Giver of all good, our united 
offerings of Thanksgiving and Praise; to com¬ 
memorate His unmerited anil never failing 
goodness, and to implore a continuance ofthe 
public and private blessings He has in times 
past so freely granted.

There is but little 
doubt, from the circumstances elicited 
Coroner’s inquest, that this suspicion wt 
rect. We abstain from an enumeration ofthe 
particulars, which are interesting only to the 
lovers of the horrible. 

“About 5 o’clock,” says the Boston Journal 
from which we derive our information, “a 
scream partially awakened several of the 
household, but whence proceeding it was not 
known; soon after, a heavy fall took place, 
which fully aroused the inmates, when Airs. 
Lawrence opened the door of her room, and 
heard a noise which appeared as though a 
roan was descending rapidly the stairs; hav¬ 
ing slipped several steps at the top, and jar¬ 
ring the banisters in his descent, he reached 
the lower entry, turned the lock of the outer 
door, and passed into the passage-way lead¬ 
ing from the house, where a stifled noise was 
heard from him, as if giving an alarm of fire. 
The entry was filled with smoke, and upon 
entering tbe deceased’s room, the bed and 
closet were found to be on fire. A light was 
struck, the windows opened, and the smoke 
allowed to escape, when the fire was speedily 
smothered by the assistance of several indivi¬ 
duals from the street, and the dead body,with 
the throat cut from ear to ear, found upon 
the floor, her night clothes burned all over, 
-nd an open razor, clotted with blood, lying 
t the floor, between the body and the bed.”

ERN AT NEW YORK!! 

SEVEN DAYS LATER FROM EUROPE. 

The steam-packet ship Great Western, 
Cap!. Matthews, reached New York Tues¬ 
day morning after a passage of fifteen days 
and a half from Liverpool having left that 
port on the 11th inst. She brought 128 pas¬ 
sengers. 

The commercial news continues to possess 
interest. The cotton market was dull, and 
has declined a little, with no prospect of im¬ 
provement. Wheat and breadstuff's general¬ 
ly were on the rise owing to the unfavorable 
harvest. It is now beyond dispute that the 
wheat crop this season iu England is consid¬ 
erably below the average. It has also been 
far from abundant in other parts of Europe 
—and the German States, fearful of the con¬ 
sequences to themselves have prohibited the 
exportation of breadstuff's. 

Accounts from the manufacturing districts 
are, upon the whole, encouraging. rT " 
price of iron continues to advance. The pro¬ 
duce markets generally exhibit a firm and 
buoyant feeling. The laboring population are 
generally employed and happy. 

The railways mania knows no jabatemeut 
—it appears on the contrary to increase. 

Notwithstanding the peaceful exhortations 
of Mr. O’Connell, the vigilance ofthe magis¬ 
tracy, and the active exertions of the con¬ 
stabulary, Ireland is still ihe seat of crimes 
itained with perjury and bloodshed. 

The price of iron continues to advance, and 
in the manufactured article the dealers in 
Staffordshire have demanded, and obtained, 
extra 20s per ton, and Pigs 10s per ton. 

The Produce markets generally exhibit a 
firm and buoyant feeling. The laboring pop¬ 
ulation are well employed. 

Mr. O’Connell has been holding forth at 
Kerry, in a repeal speech, pregnant with the 
usual topics. 

Extensive floods, causing much damage, 
have occurred in the north of England and 
Scotland. Much corn remained in the field 
which was carried away, as also sheep and 
catile. Some lives were lost. 

The fruits ofthe French expedition to Mo¬ 
rocco, last year may now be seen in the des¬ 
truction of the French Force at Djemtra- 
Ghenozh, amounting to 450 men. 

Spam. Marriage ofthe Queen of Spain. 
The Madrid papers place beyond a doubt the 
fact that the French Court is carrying the 
matter triumphantly through; the marriage 
of Prince Ferdinand, of Saxe Coburg, with 
tbe Queen of Spain. 

France. The railway fever rages as vio¬ 
lently as in England. 

Russia. — St. Petersburg, Sept. 26. Ac¬ 
counts from the town of Tomsk state that a 
distressing fire broke out there on the 29th of 
June. In less than fifteen minutes a hundred 
houses, many of them stone, were in flames, 
and were consumed. 

We are sorry to learn, says Willmer &. 
Smith’s Times of the 11th, that there is great 
destitution on the Russian frontier. A cor¬ 
espondent from Konigsburg thus writes:— 
‘Hundreds of Russian peasants, driven by 
hunger, cross the frontier and plunder our 
fields. Accounts from Constantinople to the 
17th nit. mention a general belief that a sec¬ 
ond battle hail been fought between the Rus- 
and Circassians, in which the former 
defeated. 


Mr. Calhoun.— The Washington Union 
says: “It is now reported and believed that 
Mr. Calhoun will return to the Senate ofthe 
United States at the next session of Con¬ 
gress,”
